Authority® Technique UB-2. 


Technique UB-2 applies 


to lifting the vehicle’s 


interior door lock button. 
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6. Use the HPC No. AW-99 AirWedge™ 


to carefully wedge between the vehicle door and 
the weather stripping on the door frame to allow 
an opening for the tool. Insert the HPC No. AS-1 
AutoSleeve™ to prevent damage to the weather 


stripping and automobile finish if necessary. 


7. Insert the HPC No. CO-87 Button Clutch™ 
into the vehicle’s interior and engage the button. 


8. Simply lift upward to the tools top handle 


to close the loop around the button, 
lift upward on the tool to lift button.

12. Remove 3 (7mm) screws from bottom portion 
of column shroud. 


13. Remove bottom portion of column shroud 


to access ignition lock. 
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14. With lock in “On” position, 


depress on cylinder depression pin located 


at top portion of housing to remove lock.

Vertical Rod Style. Insert the HPC Ultimate Auto 
Wedge™ No. AW-34 at the front edge of the door 
handle between the glass and weather stripping. 


Insert the HPC Flex-A-Light™ No. FAL-15X light 


and locate the vertical rod. Insert the HPC 


No. CO-76 Vertical Clutch™. 


55. Be sure to push handles together on the tool 
to extend the hook end from the tube. Lower the 
tool into the door in line with the vertical rod. 
Rotate and grasp the vertical rod with the hook 
on the end of the tool. 


56. Pull the handles apart while maintaining 


contact with the vertical rod, to grasp and bind 
the rod. While maintaining grasp of the linkage, 


pull up on rod to unlock the car.
